We invite you to speak at the upcoming United States Advanced Ceramics 
Association (US AC A) Spring Association Meeting in Washington, DC on 
May 15, 2019 regarding developments in the area of export licensing and 
International Traffic in Arms Regulations (ITAR). We appreciated the 
presentation you gave at our annual technical meeting in January 2016.

Our membership would like to hear from you again to get 
an update on procedures and policies in this area.
